 ““Isles. of Illusion’’ has. reached a 
second edition—high praise fr a book 
nowadays. The author had a chequered 
career from bank clerk te Oxford man, 
ending in an uncongenial job in the New 
Hebrides and Noumea. He wrote these 
letteys to Mr. Bohun Lynch between the 
years 1912 and 1920. They indicate a 
mind overwrought by loneliness, function- 
ing in a body racked j eFiodically with ill- 
health. The brutish men around grate on 
the author. He hates the boasting, 
uncouth “' Orstrylian,”’ with his “ lahdy,” 
“ petreotism,”’ and “ Kichnur.”’ e 
savage native is preferable—certainly pre- 
ferable to the “ mission-boy,’’ reared by 
Scottish missionaries. Of the latter the 
author has nothing but hard thi to say. 
The “rench Marist Fathers, however, 
learn the native tongue, eat native food, 
retain as muchtof the native customs as 
is expedient, and teach their subjects 
French properly, whereas the product of 
the Hebridean missioner speaks the 
‘* Biche-la-Mar ’’ jargon, which is the 
means of intercourse to-day between 
whites and natives, and oftén between 
whites themselves in thése latitudes.

THE ART OF ENGLISH PROSE. 

The polemical writings of Mr. Robert 
Blatchford have charmed many readers, 
not by their arguments, but by their grace- 
ful and lucid style. Now Mr. Blatchford 
has written a little text-book on English 
style which we confess to finding more in- 
teresting than his earlier writings on 
materialism and his recent writings on 
spirtualism. The book is intended to 
assist literary aspirants to acquire a direct, 
correct and clear manner of expression. 

Mr. Blatchford will have done a good 
work if his text-book enables his socialistic 
followers to‘write as pure and honest a 
style as his. That a careful student, 
though ignorant of the classic languages, 
may yet write well is proved by Bunyan. 
Cobbett, and, perhaps, by Mr. Blatchford 
himself. How it may be done is taught 
in these pages, which provide a simpler 
“ Sesame and Lilies’ than Ruskin could 
write. In three words Mr. Blatchford’s 
doctrine could be expressed—‘ acquire 
good taste.” He tells how the student 
must build up his vocabulary by learning 
the meaning, history and associations of 
every word, and warns him against the 
use of any epithet until it has passed thus 
into his well-tested armoury. Good authors 
are to be read, and Mr. Blatchford gives 
a listof books which are to be his students’ 
chrestomathy—the Bible. Shakespeare, 
Milton. Naturally enough, the plain and 
rugged English which Mr. Blatchford 
teaches will not yield an elaborate and 
ornamented style. He warns his student 
against long sentences—and rightly; for 
architectural prose cannot be essayed with- 
out a classic training. ‘‘I am not pre- 
tending to teach professional writers how 
to write better,’’ he says. “ I am trying 
to teach novices to write well—only to 
write wel).”’ 

Thé latter half of the booklet is 
made up of extracts from good English 
writers, intended to provide examples for 
imitation. There is no reader who will 
not relish anew the passages from Sidney, 
Raleigh (the famous Hic jacet sentence), 
Haklayt, Browne and Walton. Mr. 
Blatchford has put together a sensible and 
interesting little book, calculated to serve

ALLEGED MILLIONS AWAITING 
: CLAIMANTS. 


Considerable interest is manifested amongst 
various families of the name oí Crawford in 
North Tyrene over £7,500,000 that are lying 
in Chancery. Success lies with those who 
can prove that they are descendants of an 
Andrew Crawford, who lived in the neigh- 
bourhood of Newtownstewart, Co. Tyrone, 
about 1768 or 1788, and married an 
Elizabeth Speirs on November 10, 1796.

HOWTH ‘COUNCIL'S NOVEL 
SOHNE “Co 
SOME OBJECTIONS AND 
THE ANSWERS. 


The new Urban Council of Howth has 
adopted a novel method of encouraging people 
to utilise the Housing Act, 1925, for the pur- 
pose of providing The scheme, which 
was. drafted by Professor Bayley Butler, 
Chairman of the Council, will be put into 
operation as soon as the expected sanction of 
the Minister for Local Government 1% on; 


tained. 

The pith of the scheme lies in the principle 
of granting loans on second mortgages. “That 
iple which, so far as we know, has not 
yet been considered by any local authority, 
nables the man with limited means to set 
about getting himself a house. 

Under the Act, a private pee can get 
free Government grants of £45, £60 or £76 
for the erection of dwellinghouses containing 
three, four, or five rooms, as the case may be. 
If the building is done by a IE utility 
society, the grants are £60, £80 or £100. 
Under Section 6 of the Act, the local au- 
thority can make loans, not exceeding twice 
the amount of the grants. Howth Urban 
Council has decided to avail itself of this 
section, and to go even farther. 

An example will best explain the Council's 
scheme. A person who desires to build a five- 
roomed house costing £800 to build borrows 
£400 for the purpose from a bank, or a build- 
ing society, the i being secured on a first- 
charge mortgage. In addition, he gets a free 
grant of £75 from the Government and £150 
om loan from the Urban Council, on a second- 
charge .mortgage. Thus the man with £175 
in hand can start building. A public utility 
society can begin with £150. 


MEETING A DIFFICULTY. 


The first objection that wil be urged 
against the scheme is that a second mortgage, 
as security, is not a first-class business pro- 
position, and that the public authority: which 
adopts its principle is risking the ratepayers’ 
money. The Howth Council, with an imagina- 
“tion which is too uncommon, thinks that the 
building of a house is a gain to the, rate- 
payers, who, in existing circumstances, can 
afford to take a certain. amount of risk in 
order to increase the ratepaying capacity of 
their area. 

The risk, of course, is there; but to provide, 
against it the Council has decided to allocate 
a proportion of the funds accruing from the 
sale of two terraces of houses, erected directly 
by the former Council, which had to be 
disposed of at a loss. Thus will be set up 
a guarantee fund to meet any possible, but 
unexpected losses arising from the scheme. 
In this way, it is heaped at no cost to the 
ratepayers, to encourage the private builder. 

Another objection to the scheme is that it 
applies only to the comparatively small 
houses, the erection of which the Act seeks 
to encourage. It will be said that Howth, 
as a favourable area for the building of sub- 
stantial résidences, will suffer if the proposed 
plan is carried out. The Council’s. answer is 
that- every case will receive individual con- 
sideration, and houses will not be permitted 
to be rún up in such a style as to interfere 
with the amenities of residents. Under the 
scheme the Council will have a say in the 
type and design of the house for which a loan 
is granted. 


REPAIRING THE ROADS. 


The Urban Council does not cofifine its con- 

trol to housing. Already it has begun to re- 
pair with a bitumen and gravel preparation 
the roads and footpaths, which, during the 
present summg, have caused much incon- 
venience to residents and visitors. Also it 
has asked the Board of Works to do some- 
thing to improve the Balscadden road, which 
is controlled by. that body. 
i Further, the Board of Works is being 
urged to provide facilities for the lighting of 
the East and West Piers from the current 
brought into the village by the Council. An 
effort is also being made to make the bathing 
beach between the Claremont Hotel and the 
railway station available for the public. A 
requést has been sent to the Great Northern 
Railway Company to allow the Council to 
construct a tour-foot pathway between the 
railway goods yard, at the end of the West 
Pier, and the straud. It is a simple and in- 
expensive afrangement, which would add 
greatly to the ateractions of Howth. 

The better utilisation of the Kilrock Quarry, 
now in Government control, and the building 
of a pier at Ireland’s Eye are other matters 
in which the Council has been moving. 
Finally, there will be in force next summer 
by-laws for the regulation of camping in the 
urban district. 


MISSING BOY’S FATE.

Fresh Woods and Pastures New. 


Members of the Royal English Arbori- 
cultural Society have spent this week in 
visits to woods and nurseries in Norfolk. 
At Holkham they were received by 
the Earl of Leicester and were 
shown the plantations which make 
the name of Coke of Norfolk famous 
in the rural annals of Britain. It 
will be remembered that the fine estate at 
Holkhan was literally recovered from the 


sea by that pioneer of British afforesta- ! 


tion. Land which differed but little from 
the adjacent saltings, where, sportsmen still 
enjoy many a moonlight night with gun 
and game bag, was drained, planted 
scientifically with belts of fitting timber 
and transformed into one of the most 
beautiful demesnes to be found among the 
private properties of England. Coke of 
Norfolk did more, however, than recover a 
few hundred acres of barren land to turn 
them into gardens, meadows and a deer 
park. He attacked the vast belt of shift- 
ing sand-dunes which lay along the coast 
from Wells westward so far as the 
eye can reach. \He planted grasses 
of a type that grips the . sand, 
and, in the sheltered hollows, pine 
trees. To-day for many miles along 
that formerly barren coast there reaches an 
odorous forest beautiful to behold. The 
sandhills are gripped and tamed, and the 
grasses and the trees are creeping ever 
seaward. The principal benefit which 
Coke of Norfolk conferred upon ‘his 
agricultural neighbours—and that for 
which a tall monument, that seizes 
the attention of every traveller in that 
neighbourhood, was erected to his memory 
—lies not in the wealth of timber or the 
beauty of the coast which his efforts 
brought into being, but in the vast enrich- 
ment of the land which lies behind the 
timber belt. Along the coast of 
Leinster, from Louth to Wexford, there 
are sandy reaches and barren warrens 
which exactly resemble the coast to which 
Coke of Norfolk applied his creative 
genius. When will those wilds be rendered 
beautiful and _  protitable by similar 
measures of reclamation ? 


NEW LONDON 
“ THE GREEN HAT” AT THE 
ADELPHI THEATRE. 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LUNDON, Thursday. 

Michael Arlen’s much-discussed novel, 
“The Green Hat,” was produced last night 
for the first time in England at the Adelphi 
‘Theatre. 

The story .opens at Deauville, where 
“Boy Fenwick has fallen out of a window 
on his wedding eve. All the friends of his 
young wife. iris, flock round to sympathise 
with her, and to discuss whether the affair 
Was a suicide or an accident. Her old lover, 
Napier Harpenden, and her. half-crazy 
brother, Gerald, are amongst them. Her 
brother bitterly reproaches her, and she re- 
torts that her day-old husband had died “' for 
ong OB This lie affects the whole of her 
ife ' 

Ten yearr later we meet all these people 
again at Napier’s rooms, where he is being 
coadesbileted upon his engagement to a 
charming girl, Venice. Later» that. night 
Iris turns up at his rooms, and, although 
she knows that her first and only real lover 
is to be married io another woman, she 
succumbs to their mutual passion. They are 
forced to part, and months later Iris is 
found in a dying condition in a convent home. 
Naprer comes to see her with his wife, and 
their sympathy creates in her a desire to 
live. She gets better, and Iris and Napier 
openly plan to go away together, but their 
riends—particularly Napier’s father—try io 
After a final scene Iris dashes 
madiy off in her car, which crashes and 
causes her death. It is impossible to avoid 
comparing the book and the play. A certain 
charm which pervades the book, and is due 
largely to Mr. Arlen s peculiar ‘phraseology, 
is lost in the play. Also, at the end of the 
first act the audience is left in doubt as to 
to the meaning of Iris’s lie. Her motive tor 
telling it, uil its signi€cance are not ap- 
parent until the end. Apart from this, the 
story seems to me to have gained in clearness 
—it motes effectively and swiftly to its ap- 
pointed end. 

Miss Tallulah Bankhead makes Iris of 
“ The Green Hat’’ triumphantly alive. She 
does not suggest the ‘‘county lady gone 
rotten,” as her brother puts it, but she does 
portray passionate emotion very skilfully, 
and looks as fascinating as one could wis 
Mr. Norman McKinnel, as Napier’s father, 
who in the last act fights against Iris for his 
son’s career, made the utmost of his one 
opportunity. The best bit of acting, how- 
ever, came from Mr. Eric Maturin, as the 
neurotic, crazed brother. 

“The Green Hat ' had a wonderful recep- 
tion, and there seems little reason to doubt 
that the play will be as big a success in 
London as it is in New York,

Mr. Amery’s announcement to-day at 
Geneva that Great Britain was willing to 
accept a twenty-five years’ mandate over 
Iraq, with Mosul included, was expected 
in diplomatic circles here. It is recognised 
th... Great Britain cannot completely sur- 
render all her interests in Mesopotamia ; 
for she has given great hostages to fortune 
in the country, though her heavy expendi- 
ture may bring back a rich reward in the 
eourse of a few years. It has been the 
fashion lately to decry what has been 
called wasteful expenditure on the deserts 
of a barren country, but those who know 
the possibilities best decline to agree with 
the pessimists that all the money spent 
w.l! be wasted. 


Security. 


Close students of the course of events 
attending the security pact were inclined 
to the opinion that difficulty might tex 
with regard to the position of Poland an: 
Czecho-Slovakia. France has concluded 
treaties with both countries which have a 
vital bearing upon the whole principle of 
the pact. The unofficial demand now put 
forward in Paris, that both Allies of 
France shall be represented at the dis- 
cussion of jurists now being carried on 
in London, was not unforeseen, and it may 
at any moment become an official demand 
of the French Government. The decision 
of Italy to be represented here has drawn 
attention to the absence of a Polish dele- 
gate, and when the full conference of 
Foreign Secretaries is held France will 
make a strong representation that the 
Polis: Minister shall be invited. 


The Shenandoah. 


Ill-luck continues to attend the United 
States airships ; for the loss of the Shenan- 
doah is the latest of a succession of dis- 
asters to dirigibles belonging to our 
American friends. The Shenandoah was 
an American Zeppelin, constructed in the 
'inited States under the supervision of 
German experts, and it had had many 
narrow escapes before it was finally 
marked for destruction. The disaster once 
again will focus public opinion in the 
United States on the weaknesses of lighter- 
than-air vessels; for there was very bitter 
controversy over the fate of R38, lost over 
the Humber with a mixed crew of British 
and United States officers and men on 
board. It has not yet been discovered 
how great a strain an airship can endure 
in stormy weather, and further research in 
this direction is absolutely necessary. In 
this country the air experts are trying 
strenuously to find a selution to a question 
which has become urgent. 


Mr. Charchill’s Vigilance. 


.n reviewing the expenditure of the 
various Government Bianna, Mr. 
Churchill has discovered a number of 
cases where economies can be effected. 
One of them is the Board of Agriculturé, 
where expenditure has increased from 
about half a million in 1914 to over three- 
and-a-half millions in the current year. 
The Geddes Economy Commission recom- 
mended that this Department should not 
ec.t more than a million and a half. and 
the Treasury is now trying to bring the 
ex; enditure nearer to that amount than 
it is at present. 


Oil from Coal. 


For some time there has been talk in 
Germany regarding inventions for the ex- 
traction of oil from coal. The recent 
a-juisition of works near Mannheim for 
th operation of one of the processes shows 
that those responsible for the scheme 
think highly of its merits; but it has yet 
to be proved whether results obtained m 
the laboratory can be achieved on a large 
scale as a commercial proposition. In 
this country much research work has been 
carried out with a similar object, and it 
is the view of the scientists responsible 
that it will be possible eventually to .con- 
vert coal into oil fuel as a primary ‘in- 
dustry, instead of as a by- -product of gas 
making. They do not go so far, however, 
as to put forward the German claim that 
it is now possible to utilise the constituent 
properties of coal in the production of 
oil in such a way that no residue remains.

The Prince's Presents. 


Gifts have been showered upon 
Prince of Wales during his tour in South 
Africa and in Argentina, and speculation 
as to their future is growing. Heavy 
crates of goods have been arriving regularl\ 
at York House for some time. and. 
accommodation there is limited. a sclec 
tion of the more important presents has 
t» be made without delay. All souvenirs 
of a personal character are carefully re 
tained for the inspection of the Prince on 
his return, but there are many things re- 
turned to the cases and held up until a 
decision is taken as to their destination 
Following a precedent attached to his two 
former tours, it is probable that the gifts 
will be displaved to the public if the 
Prince is able to decide that such a step 
shall he ta’ en. This will not be for a 
considerable time to come—probably not 
until next year. 


The Potato Harvest. 

Judging from experiences in the West 
Country. I should imagine that England 
is to have a very good potato harvest 
Farmer: who have fields of potatoes told 
me that they are doing splendidly, and 
that the vield will be considerably larger 
than usual, while garden potatoes are 
extremely good. One small grower, who last 
week raised part of his crop, secured 
twenty-one potatoes weighing twenty-three 
pounds in all. He promptly sent them to 
the local flower show and secured a first 
prize. Sach a yield is not likely to prove 
an isolated case, however, for other 
growers set to work to equal the recor 
and in several cases found little difficult’ 
in doing so. This applies to a small 
part of Devon, but rumour says that 
potato crops everywhere else are expected 
to be much better than usual.

EXPERTS’ VIEW. 

Officers of the United States Navy think 
that the Shenandoah broke while in the 
heavy upward current of air, which travels 
before thunder showers. While it is desir- 
able, in such circumstances, to maintain 
enough altitude to avoid hitting houses 
and trees, it is dangerous to go too high, 
as a reduction of air pressure expands the 
helium and forced a considerable amount 
of it to be released by opening thé valves. 

The storm itself apparently enveloped 
the craft soon after it had shot upwards 
in the current which precedes a storm, and 
it was. forced down almost as rapidly as 
t had been carried up. The danger of 
crashing in descent doubtless led to efforts 
to lighten the ship by throwing out watér 
and equipment. 


ACROSS U.S.A. FLIGHT. 

The Shenandoah was inflated with 
helium gas, which is non-inflamafable and 
non-poisonous. Her dimensions followed 
closely those of the British R 33 class. 
She was the first rigid airship built ia 
America. 

Last October the Shenandoah made -a 
remarkable flight to the Pacific coast and 
back to the Atlantic without any mishap. 
the trip taking eleven days. She was 
recently equipped with ten machine guns. 


SURVIVOR’S STORY. 
From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
CAMBRIDGE, OHIO, Thursday. 

The following story of the disaster is 
related by Colonel Hall, the American 
observer on board the ill-feted vessel, who 
was one of those fortunate men who found 
themselvees drifting on a fragment of the 
ship for the better part of half an hour 
alter it had crashed to the ground with 
a loss of thirteen men. 

‘* We were travelling west at an altitude 
of three thousand feet, when we en- 
countered a storm. We changed our course 
a dozen and more times to dodge it, only 
to encounter a line squall—the terror of 
aviators—which sent us to an altitude of 
5,500 feet before we realised what had 
happened. ' 

“The valves were opened, gas let out, 
abd the ship lowered. We were, drawing 
away from the storm at the rate of 50 
miles an hour when it enveloped us, and 
broke the ship in three pieces.”’ 


“ COULD NOT SURVIVE.” 

Colonel Hall says that the catastrophe 
was in no way attributable to any defect 
in the airship. Meteorological advices, 
had. they been available in that vicinity, 
would have saved the ship. 

At the time of the crash; Colonel Hall 
stated that four of the six engines which 
propelled the ‘air monster were going at 
full speed. The vessel simply met air 
currents which she could not survive. 


CREW PRAISED. 
Colonel Hall praised the behaviour cf

ON THE R 34. 

Lieutenant Lansdowne, who commanded 
the airship, like others aboard the Shenan- 
doah, had seen service abroad. During 
the world war he was decorated for 
bravery, and he was one of those who 
accompanied the British dirigible R 34 in 
her memorable Transatlantic flight in 
1919. 

Another of those killed fo-day ‘was 
Lieutenant J. B. Lawrence, who was a 
member of “he ill-starred Navy dirigible, 
ZR 2, which exploded in Hull in 1923, 
with a heavy loss of life. 


ZR 2 DISASTER RECALLED. 
Among others killed in the crash was 
Lieutenant Louis Hancock, who had 
served with the U.S. Navy in the English 
Channel during the world war. His widow 
had a similar bereavement when her first 
husband, Lieutenant Little, was killed 
in the explosion of ZR 2. She married 
Lieutenant Hancock about a year ago. 
Lieutenant Reginald Houghton, a native 
of Falmouth, England, who came to the 
United States in his boyhood, was another 
of the crew of R 24.

BROADCASTING IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


GOST AND NATURE OF 
PROGRAMMES.

“] HAVE nothing further to add to 

the statement I made in the Dail. 
The Dublin Broadcasting Station will be 
ready in December. I made that promise, 
and I am going to keep it.” | 

The foregoing statement was made by 
Mr. J. J. Walsh, Free State Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs, when an Jrish Times 
reporter spoke to him on the subject 
yesterday. 


Three months ago the Secretary of the Post 
Office, Mr. P. S. O'Hegarty, informed the 
Irish Times that the site for the Dublin sta- 
tion would. be “a military barracks on the 
northern outskirts of the city,’’ the barracks 
referred to being the M‘Kee, or, as it is more 
familiarly known, the Marlborough Barracks. 
Much of the preliminary work necessary, be- 
fore. work on the erection of the station can 
begin, has been completed ;materials and com- 
ponent parts have been imported, and, if all 
gees well, wireless enthusiasts in Dublin and 
district and those in the more remote parts 
of the country, who possess powerful wireless 
sets, will be able, at long last, to “ listen in ” 
to programmes broadcast from the first: Free 
State station. 

THE PROGRAMMES. 

So far no decision has been reached as to 
the choice of a musical director, though the 
name’ of a well-known Dublin conductor has 
been mentioned as likely to fill the post. But 
with regard to the programmes to be broad- 
cast it has already been stated that they will 
le of the highest standard—mainly musical— 
in which the best Irish talent that can be 
found will be utilised. A great amount of 
the work of organisation remains to be done, 
not the least important of which will be the 
formation of a station orchestra. There 
should be no difficulty about this, however, 
for. there is no lack of competent instrumen- 
talists in the Free State. The same applies 
tu the choice of vocal contributors to the pro- 
grammes, Dublin, in particular, is favoured 
with numbers of excellent singers. The pro- 
grammes, however, will not be wholly musi- 
cal The - present. intention is to 
include weather forecasts, which should prove 
invaluable to farmers; brief lectures of topi- 
cal and educational subjects, news items, a 
small amount of advertising, and a course of 
short lessons in Irish. 

COST OF STATIONS. 

Upon the success of the Dublin station 
will depend whether or not other stations will 
be erected in the Free State; though if has 
already been decided to set up a second 
station in Cork at an early date. This will 
be a relay station, but will have its own 
orchestra. The initial outlay in setting up 
the Dublin and Cork station will be, approxi- 
mately. £9.000, and the annual expenditure 
on both will be about £20,000. The cost of 
licences will, it is stated, remain for the pre- 
sent at £1, and the question of reducing the 
price and establishing further relay stations 
at such centres as Limerick and Athlone can 
be considered only when the Dublin and Cork 
stations become self-supporting. It is esti- 
mated that at the end of two vears at least 
20,000 wireless sets will be in use in the Free 
State. bringing to the State an income of 
£20,000, which would completely cover the 
annual expenditure on the Dublin and Cork 
broadcasting stations. 


SHANNON POWER 
SCHEME. 


RAILWAY MATERIAL FROM 
GERMANY. 


The first consignment of constructional 
material for the Shannon power scheme un- 
dertaking is due to arrive in Limerick from 
Hamburg on Monday next by the Limerick 
Steamship Company's steamer, Luimneach, 
which has on board between five and six 
hundred tons.

R. Amery, Secretary of State for the 
Dominions, made an _ important 
statement of th British Government's 
policy in regard to Iraq before the Council 
of the League of Nations in Geneva yester- 
day. 

Tewfik Rushdi Pasha had opened the 
debate on behalf of Turkey by alleging 
violations of the so-called Brussels Line 
on the Mosul frontier, and complaining of 
‘naval demonstrations’ in the Afigean 
Sea. Great Britain, he added, was putting 
pressure upon Turkey, and he asked the 
Council to put an end to it. 

Mr. Amery denied the Turkish allega- 
tions, and announced that His Majesty's 
Government's policy was to continue its co- 
operation with the Iraq Government after 
the expiration of the existing Treaty. 

In connection with this declaration, the 
Colonial Office last night issued the fol- 
lowing statement :— | 

‘The nolicy announced on behalf of the 
British Government, at the special meeting 
of the Council of the League of Nations, on 
3rd September—namely, the continued co- 
operation of His Majesty's Government with 
the Iraq Government, after the expiration of 
the existing Treaty, will not involve any 
additional Imperial expenditure beyond what 
had been previously contemplated. indeed, 
His Majesty's Government have every reason 
to hope that such expenditure will continue 
to show a steady downwerd trond year by 
year.”’ 


BRITISH CASE STATED. 


TURKISH CHARGES REFUTED. 


"Mr. Amery emphatically denied com- 
plaints of the Turkish Government regard- 
ing the alleged formation of bands of volun- 
teers and extensive propaganda in Iraq against 
Turkey, basing his denial on a report from 
the High Commissioner in Iraq. e added 
that the Iraq Government refused to assist, 
and effectively discouraged, the Goyan fugi- 
tives who applied for help against the Turks. 
It was true that on two occasions small raid- 
ing parties of these Christian refugees had 
taken sheep from villages just across the so- 
called Brussels line; but this was in no way 
countenanced by the authorities, and all the 
refugee chiefs had been required to execute 
bonds against a repetition. 

As regards aeroplane flights and alleged 
violation of the frontier, the only fhght, on 
August 11, was over the Iraq posts west of 
Zab, at least three or four miles south of the 
frontier. Mr. Amery strongly deprecated the 
creation of an atmosphere of mutual] distrust 
at this stage, and gave a solemn assurance 
that .His Majesty’s Government had not 
countenanced, and would not countenance, 
any movement whatever in the neighbour- 
hood of the Brussels line of a nature to dis- 
turh in any way the conditions laid down by 
the Council at its meeting in Brussels. 

Dealing next with the recent movements 
of the Fleet, he declared, as had already been 
stated. that these were merely part of the 
normal summer exercises, and in nowise a 
contravention of existing treaties and con- 
ventions. Such a suggestion, he concluded, 
seemed: to imply a complete misunderstand. 
ing, both of the attitude of the Council of 
the League towards those who brought their 
case before it, and of the attitude of Hie 
Majesty’; Government in endeavouring to 
secure from the Council an amicable settle- 
went ‘of the claims which they submitted 
tor its consideration. 

After alluding to the previous history of 
the Mosul question, Mr. Amery, on behalf cf 
His Majesty's Government, expressed warm 
appreciation of the labours of the Enquiry 
Commissioners, and its recognition of the 
impartia! and broad-minded spirit which had 
inspired their conclusions. Proceeding, he 
said that the task of the British and Iraq 
Government authorities was not an easy one 
turing the Commission's enquiry, and he 
assured the members of the Council ‘hat 
both the British and Iraq Governments were 
sincerely anxious to promote the success cf 
the enquiry. With regard to the suggestion 
of a plebiscite, the practical experience of the 
Commissioners had led them definitely to re- 
ject that procedure. 


THE FRONTIER LINE. 

Next he commented on the conclusions of 
the Commissioners’ report in regard to the 
frontier line, showing that the frontier pro- 
posed by the British was an excellent 
strategic line, while the Brussels line offered 
almost exactly the same advantages. Deal- 
ing with the wishes of the population in the 
disputed territory, Mr. Amery quoted the 
Commissioners’ conclusion—viz., that. -the 
inajority desired to remain in iraq. 

On the main conclusion of the Commission,, 
he declared that neither His Majesty's Govern- 
ment nor the Government of Iraq could be 
expected to accept without reservation the 
views expressed by the Commission regarding 
the stability of the Traq State, nor could they 
admit that the predominant motive for at- 
tachment to Iraq on the part of the majority 
of the population was the desire for effective 
control under the mandate, if by: that phrase 
was meant anything différent from the con- 
tinuance in some form of the Treaty relations, 
which at present secured so happy a eo- 
operation tween the British and Iraq 
Governments and their respective peoples. 

Referring to the suggested extension of the 
mandate, he said that the figure of twenty-five 
years mentioned by the Commission was 
obviously a tentative one. In any case, His 
Majesty's Government wished to make clear 
that, in accepting ‘responsibility towards the 
League of Nations for the continuance of a 
stab e, progressive Government in Iraq, they 
were in no sense departing from their declared 
policy of using their good offices to secure the 
admission of Iraq to membership of the 
League as soon as possible.

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LETTER FROM. MH. 51. L,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—I greatly ‘regret the decision of the 
Government not to renew or make permanent 
the Medical Act \of 1925. It means, ‘in the 
opinion of those best able to judge, irrepar- 
om injury to our medical schools and in- 
calculable injury to the prospects of all fature, 
and many present, students in these schools 
of obtaining employment or advancement in 
their profession outside the Free State. 

I do not think that the advantages which a 
doctor educated in an Irish medical school 
obtains by registration are generally under- 
stood. The right to practise in Great Britain 
or in any British Dominion er Colony is not 
one Of them; for the quack without any 
qualifications can do so, with the same civil 
and criminal liability for negligence as the 
registered practitidner. The only legal ad- 
vantage which the medical practitioner gains 
by registration is the right to sue for his fees. 

The real advantages which he gains by 
registration are the assurance which it gives 
the public of his professional qualifications 
and the assistance which it gives him in ob- 
taining professional appointments, Jn each of’ 
these important matters the value cf registra- 
tion on the General Medical Register, as dis- 
tinguished from the Colonial Register, is 
enormous. It is for this reason that sugges- 
tions have been made (I think among others 
by the Minister for Justice) that, for the 
purpose of avoiding the serious results of the 
decision of the Government, some arrangement 
might be entered into between the General 
Medical Council and the Medical Schools in 
the Free State under which it will still be 
possible for their graduates to obtain admis- 
sion to the General Medical Register. 

If the Government adheres to its decision, 
this is the only mode of saving the situation. 
It is, therefore, of vital importance to con- 
sider what any such arrangement involves 
and whether it is practically possible. Assum- 
ing that the General Medical Council were 
willing to enter into such an atrangement, it 
could only be carried into effect by means of 
a public statute of the British Parliament 
amending the existing Medical Acts and con-

They could have full. discussion in the course 
of an ordinary. day. It was necessary to Bass 
both bills that afternoon to go before the 
Senate on Friday and receive Royal Assent as 
soon as possible.

INTENTION OF THE BILL, 

Mr. Barbour. Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister.of Finance, in moving the second 
reading of:the Ulster: Unemployment Bill, 
said that no new principal of any kind was 
involved. The intention of the-bill, in-fact, 
was to exlable the payment of Unemployment 
Insurance benefit to be continued by renewing 
the statutory powers of the Ministry of 
Finance, which are now almost exhausted. te 
continue advancing moneys to the fund. The 
new loan would be sufficient to meet demands 
on the furd to the end of December. a 

REJECTION MOVED. 

Mr. Kyle moved the rejection of the bill, 
protesting against what he described as the 
terribie conditions being laid down in connec- 
tion with the unemployment benefit. The 
whole organised trade union movement, he 
said, held a conference in Belfast on August 
&th, and decided that if the Government in- 
troduced these new régulations they would 
be. acting against the opinion of the organised 
trade union movement, which was, surely, 
worth considering. He would like to know if 
hon members opposite who were members of 
trade unions were prepared to vote against 
the wishes of the movement in that respect. 

The latest trick of the Minister of Labour— 
he could call it nothing else—was to intro- 
duce a questionnaire which was to be put 
to an applicant for benefit, and if those people 
happened to make a slip they were turned 
down and sent to a Court of Referees. The 
conditions were iniquitous, and if hon. mem- 
Lers opposite knew what it was to be on the 
dole there would soon be a change. 

THE CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The Minister of Labour pointed out that 
when the Socialist Government was in 
power in Great Britain it passed an Un- 
employment Bill. That bill proved that 30 
contributions had to be paid in the two or 
three years prior to the claim. being made.

TRAMWAY AND ‘BUS 
SERVICES 


POSITION IN DUBLIN AND 
BELFAST. 


In many municipalities there are discus- 
sions at present upon the relative value of 
tramways and motor ‘buses for meeting the 
needs of the public and for economical .ad- 
ministration. ere are numerous critics of 
the tramway systems, with their expensive 
charges for track maintenance, and some 
corporations in Great Britain have considered 
it advisable to gradually eliminate the tram- 
ways. Where there is, however, an efficient 
tramway system this seems a drastic method, 
and it is questionable if the economies de- 
sired will be attained, for the tramways are 
still regarded as the best means of handling 
large crowds during the rush hour at mid- 
day and after business. 

There is much to be said, however, for a 
combination of trams and ‘buses under one 
management where ‘buses can be used as 
feeders for the tramways from small towns 
near cities, and for opening up new services 
which would not justify, at least in their 
early , & heavy expenditure on the con- 
struction of tram tracks. Dublin appears to 
be solving the problem along this hne, but 
in Belfast the City Council, which owns the 
tramways, has shown a complete disregard 
of the ibilities of ‘buses as feeders for

FRUIT-GROWING IN 
BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE. 
(By H. M. LUMSDEN.) 


There is so much misapprehension regard 
ing the prospects of settlers in British 
Columbia that some facts, gathered from 
twelve years’ experience as a working fruit- 
pe in the Okanagan Lake district—the 

t section of the irrigated belt—may be 
helpful and interesting. 

he years 1920-1923 have been with us years 
of much serious loss and sad disappointment. 
Our market got more and more disorganised 
in 1920. After the war prices were good, as 
money was plentiful; people wanted fruit, and 
it could be sold easily. But a change came; 
money got tight; crops failed in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, our chief cus- 
tomers; and last, but most important, our 
chief selling organisation failed to bring us 
in any considerable cash return. During 
some part of this period, 1921-1923, when our 
final returns came in, we actually owed 
money on some varieties of apples, pears, 
peaches,’ plums and apricots. 

The cost of growing a box of apples, about 
45ibs. gross weight, is worked out by Govern- 
ment experts to be about 80 cents, or ós. 4d., 
a box. Last year we were lucky and got 
about 60 cents, or 2s. 6d., a box. On this 
result no man can last in the business very 
long unless he has an income at his back. 

ur r prices and returns have been 
brought about by excessive overhead working 
expenses, express and freight charges, which 
on our severe mountain grades are very high, 
being in many cases more than the grower 
receives for his fruit, not allowing for pack- 
ing and other handling charges. 

CO-OPERATIVE METHODS. 

These conditions are, we hope, things of 
the past, as, in 1922, Mr. Aaron Sapiro, the 
great co-operative marketing expert from San 
Francisco, was got over by our most influen- 
tial growers to start us again on co-operative 
lines. Our past troubles had been largely 
brought about by growers not becoming 
united; selling their products to different 
independent houses, whose only object was 
to make sure of their own certain profit, 
and turn over what was left—very often 
nothing—to the poor unfortunate producer. 
Sellin to different houses naturally 
caused much competition and price cutting. 

The growers’ organisation in the old days 
was never a financial success. Officials were 
overpaid, much too numerous, and overhead 
and packing charges always ate up most of 
the profit from sales and shipments. 

Mr. Sapiro filled us with great hopes as to 
our future. We got going, any way, and 
picked. out our best men as business 
organisers and managers of our new organi- 
sation, called the ‘‘ Co-operative Fruit 
Growers’ Association of British Columbia.” 
These men were all growers, and’ in some 
cases had large capital sunk in the industry, 
and big acreage under fruit, some fifty acres, 
and none less than tén, which is about the 
average holding in the Okanagan district. 

-LAND PRICES. 

Land, when first put under irrigation some 
30 years ago, cost dollars (£60) an acre. 
A good commercial orchard, with standard 
varieties of fruit, at the present time can be 
bought for round about 500 dollars (£100) 
per acre, the, buildings being modern and in 
good condition. These orchards were valued 
at 1,000 or 1,200 dollars (£200 or £240) dur- 
ing years prior to and just after the Great 
War, so that anyone can see what a serious 
depréciation there has been. Good orchards 
were wel! worth 1,000 dollars an acre in, say, 
1918. ; 

From this it will be seen that » man with 
fifty acres has at least 230000 dollars 
(£6,000) at stake, which might, with safety, 
be stretched. out to 50,000 dollars (£10,000) ; 
for planting and preparing an orchard is the 
easiest part ot the game, and the least ex- 
pensive. Watching your trees grow, culti- 
vating, pruning, spraying, irrigating and 
thinning are most necessary aperations until 
they bear fruit, from five years old. Real 
estate propagandists will tell you that when 
your trees are coming iato bearing you can 
grow ‘‘ truck’’ between the tree rows. 

“ Truck ' consists of tomatoes, cantaloups 
(melons), cucumbers, celery, etc. You can 
grow “truck,” but you cannot always :ell 
it to show a profit. If you do not grow 
“truck,” you can try to work out, but 
most of your neighbours are in the same boat, 
and possible employers are scarce. 

Many soldier settlement schemes were 
launched after the war, and returned men 
put on these so-called orchard home sites, 
but only about 15 per eent, made good, the 
rest moving into the States or working as 


labourers. 
THE FUTURE. 

So much for our present conditions. Our 
future is entirely problematical. We must 
act as one man and sign up our five-year con- 
tracts 100 per cent, strong (we are now 85 per 
cent.) with co-operative growers of British 
Columbia. This hew venture, two years old, 
did fairly well for a start in 1923, and much 
better in 1924. This season s prospects are 
not very rosy, but fair; we had a bad killing 
frost in December, which plaved havoc with 
our apricots, peaches, cherries and pears. 
This is one of our most dangerous antagonists, 
and impossible to combat or defeat. We can 
deliver the goods and grow the finest fruit in 
the world, as you are aware. We win most 
prizes and cups for apples wherever shown 
against all comers; our cherries, peaches and 
apricots are magnificc~‘. You have, no doubt, 
never seen them, but we hope you soon will, 
as it is our idea to ship samples and ship- 
ments to Live | this season—also Wembley 
Exhibition—in cold storage ships and trains, 
which should enable them to reach consumer 
and retailer in prime shape and almést tree- 
ripened. 

When ple in the old country see our 
cherries they will think from their size that 
they are plums; our peaches are prime, all 
grown, of course, in open out of doors. Our 
apricots are stupendous and of perfect flavour. 
We must get you all to insist on getting 
British Columbia fruit in your stores and fruit 
shops; this is one way our future can be 


be- assured; also later on ask for and demand 


British Columbia me as they are the best 
and most highly coloured and flavoured in the 
world.

DUBLIN. METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular ,. Thursday.—There was 
more hesitaney attaching to the routine of 
our live stock market this morning, especially 
in the shipping direction, as commission men 
were hard to ft in prices, and their cantious 
hiddings delayed the progress of trade a 
deal. However, local yictuallers, also North 
ot Ireland men, were early in quest of 
qualities of meat, and for the right article paid 
practically last day's currencies; but market 
generally showed a weaker undertone for the 
ordinary descriptions of stock. Lambs were 
scarce, and a correspondingly improved trade, 
but it was hard to see any actual change in 
the value barometer. were more than 
required, and business wound up tediously. 
Altogether, thete was a fairly large carry- 
over of lean and unsuitable classes of both 
cattle and sheep. With regard to Canadian 
cattle, Montreai advise shipments this week 
as 4, head for the usual destinations— 
namely, Live 1, Manchester, Cardiff, and 
Glasgow. Shipping prices are on a rather 
dearer basis—viz., prime heavy steers, 8.25 to 
8.50 dollars per 100!bs.; good, 7.50 to 8.00; 
light to medium, 7.00 to 7.25 dollars per 
100!bs. These shipments were up to capacity 
steamer accommodation, and apparently more 
were available for embarkation if freightage 
room could be got.

ag a matter of fact. the market closed rather 
better for best ordinary ee of cattle 
from the dragging experience of opening, Lean 
and inferior descriptions of cattle may be 
quoted from 38s, to 44s. Trade for beef cows 
was rather quiet, but still everything of useful 
quality was eventually placed. Prices over 
the dav's proceedings worked out as before— 
viz., from 40s. to 42s. 6d. and 44s. for best 
young country cows of the heiferish class, 
whilst the more ordinary descriptions of dairy 
beef went from to 38s.; old and wasty 
sorts proportionately less. 

In the ovine branch of market there was a 
falling off of 1,377 head in supply, and lambs 
proved scarce and more looked for. till, it 
was difficult to beat last week's money for 
anything. The nicer meated handy weights 
were quickly placed at from 46s. to 56s. each, 
and heavier meated sorts up to 60s. and 6s. 
per cwt. Lambs of the small and storish class 
were from 30s. to 44s. each. For mutton the 
market was very slow, butchers continuing to 
buy in curtailed manner; consequently sheep 
sold tediously throughout, and in the end 
were found to be a ¢ deal in surplus of 
the business practicable ; but, then, the majority 
of sheep put forward were little better than of 
storish class.
